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REMARKS 



This collection will be a revelation to those interested (and 
who is not) in engravings by the most celebrated masters of the 
burin, of the last two and the present century. If you are 
imbued with the same appreciation that I have, when you view 
this collection you will experience the same feeling that you 
would have, were you transported from the domain of a low 
vaudeville show to the heavenly realm of the grand opera. 

When I call your attention to such prints as "The Grey- 
haired Man," that masterpiece, of all time, by Masson, in proof 
state, before all letters. To the great life work of Miiller, his " Sis- 
tine Madonna," in proof state before the halo, a print which caused 
the artist his life, but which has given to the world a subject for 
meditation, reflection and admiration. To Masson's " Cadet de 
la perle," a print which a collector always prides himself in own- 
ing. To the masterpieces of the great Nanteuil, Pomponne de 
Bellieure, Cardinal Mazin, Cardinal Barberini, and Edward Mole. 
The celebrated Pether's, A Jew Rabbi, and Officer in Armour. 
The noted engraving entitled "Nature," which is a portrait of Lady 
Hamilton, by John Raphael Smith; Suyderhoefs celebrated por- 
trait of Charles the First; Watson's great mezzotinto portraits of 
the English Court Beauties, in proof state; Ward's delectable color 
prints of the Stormy Night, and the companion, Morning; Wille's 
always admired engraving of "The Satin Gown;" Our favorite 
modern engraver of mezzotinto, in colors, Elizabeth Gulland, with 
her lovely portrait of " Mrs. Stewart," and of her co-worker, S. Ar- 
lent Edwards, with his Madonna, after Perugino, and Lady Shef- 
field. I could go on enumerating interesting items in the sale 
until I would virtually be re-cataloguing the collection. What I 
have said it is sufficient for you to be aware that the sale is worthy 
of your particular attention.
